LOOKING TO TIIE FUTURE. 


After stating strong reasons why the 


navy should bo even bettor prepared to 
resist attack than the army, General 
Hawley referred to tho disagreeable 
local duties that the army is sometimes 
called on to perform, repressing domes- 
tic violence. What has occurred in tho 
past, says tho orator, may occur again. 
As the nation grows in population— 
from 45,000,000 to 50,OOl),UOU or 100,- 
000,000—the eddies, surges and great 
tides of social, religious and political 
agitation will occasionally break bounds. 
The government which respects itself 
and properly feels the immense respoii- 


jnalice and obedience is not liberty. 
The rnlo of tho mob is tho most terrible, 
inn me und mercilt&s of all rule. 


General Hawley next reviewed the 


different conditions that existed in Eu- 
glaud and those that have existed in the 
United States culling for a national 
army. Ho pointed out that above all it 
was necessiu-y to maintain 
effective 


militia forces, which would prevent in 
many instances the necessity of Federal 
aid. I protest,, continued the General, 
fis unjust to the army and dangerous to 
the Government, against u false econ- 
omy and an unreasonable jealousy of the 
soldier und the profession pf am;.

do not assume to fix the nuiubeis of our 
trained militia. Possibl r, of the former, 
25,000 or 50,000 may bi-.' sufficient. 
To 


discourse upon tho dangers to libirty of 
any such regular army as we have ever 
maintained or are likely to maintain in 
lime of peace is an injustice to the 
American soldier and a lamentable mis- 
judgment of (he American citizen. That 
'25,000 or 50,000 or 100,000 regular 
troops under the lead of an ambitious 
general, could overthrow the American 
Government is not within the limits of 
possibility, and if we may judge of the 
future by the past, there is even less 
likelihood that any great American sol- 
dier will ever undertake it, If he shall 
try it wo shall send a constable after 
him. Beneath the millions of citizens 
capable of bearing nams in such an 
emergency he would go down like a 
reed. Judged as a whole, wo have had 
no more loyal and patriotic body of men 
in the country • than the officers of tho 
regular army, 
Even daring the late 


great rebellion a larger proportion of 
them remained true to tho flag than of 
any other class of Men—executive, ju- 
dicial, legislative, professional, ur of 
whatever sort, even clerical. 


I know nothing liner, as an example 


of personal friendship or of exalted pa- 
triotism, than some of the correspon- 
dence between Sherman and Grant, or 
of the devoted friendships of a majority 
of the noble band of chiefs. No, we 
need fear no attack upon our liberties 
from any army that America will ever 
organize. The high aim of the soldier 
is subordinate to the civil authority, 
and if ho indulges in ambition outside 
of his profession it is stimulated by the 
example of the generous confidence and 
high reward given many of his prede- 
cessors. Washington, Jackson, Harri- 
son, Taylor and Grant, of our Presi- 
dents, proved themselves in all things 
worthy of tho highest respect of the 
American people, but in large degree 
they earned the preferment to which the 
triumphal voice of the people carried 
them by their services as soldiers; nor 
will any soldier of tho American Repub- 
lic seek its high honors o.ive by proving 
a noble devotion to the civil law, the 
constitution and the ancient rights and 
liberties of tho people. I am not to-day 
cle\,itiug the soulior's calling above any 
other, but only vindicating it ogaius't 
certain fnlno prejudice and trashy, but 
in Homo regard dangerous, talk that 
would degrade him in his own estima- 
tion, abolish the army and nurse a bitter 
hatred of that clement of force which all 
moral law teaches uu must be huld iu 
resorvo in any Government. This is a 
Government of the people, by the people 
und for tho people, But that Govern- 
ment so made, once established, shall 
in no whit fail of the power and majesty 
accorded to the oihur. The constitu- 
tion, tho laws and the Union must bo 
defended and maintained on every inch 
of space, in every second of time,
